ACT I 


SCENE 1 

The people of Mother Goose Land are attending a 
party in Contrary Mary’s garden. Barnaby, an old miser 
who never smiles, reveals that he is giving the party to 
announce his engagement to Contrary Mary, one of the 
Widow Piper’s fourteen children. 

The others do not take kindly to the news. They know 
that Mary is in love with Alan, Barnaby’s nephew. They 
are about to duck Barnaby in his own lemonade barrel 
when he is saved by Tom, the Widow Piper’s eldest son, 
who is betrothed to Jane, Barnaby’s niece. 

Barnaby reveals that Jane and Alan have been lost in 
a storm at sea. His guests do not believe him, for they 
suspect that he is scheming to get his hands on their 
inheritance. 

Tom leaves for Toyland, believing that Jane has gone 
there. Barnaby obtains the help of the Widow Piper in 
persuading Mary to be his bride. Two strangers, 
Gonzorgo and Roderigo, appear to collect their pay from 


Barnaby for disposing of his niece and nephew. How- 
ever, Jane and Alan return home dressed as gypsies, and 
Alan has some fun with the Widow Piper and Gonzorgo 
in telling their fortunes. 

Mary refuses to wed Barnaby in spite of her mother’s 
urging. Alan, believing Mary has forsaken him for the 
rich old miser, plans to leave for Toyland with Jane as 
soon as they can collect their inheritance. 

Barnaby conspires with Roderigo and Gonzorgo to 
lose Jane and Alan in the Spider Forest. Mary, to escape 
from Barnaby’s attentions, bids goodbye to her brothers 
and sisters and sets out for Toyland. 


SCENE 2 

Alan and Jane are lost in the Spider Forest. Alan re- 
leases a moth from a spider’s web. In gratitude, the 
Fairy Queen sends a bear to save them from the Giant 
Spider. Then she guides them safely out of the forest. 


ACT Il 


SCENE | 

Barnaby has brought the Widow Piper and her family 
to Toyland to find Mary. They engage the services of 
Marmaduke, the Inspector of Toyland Detectives. 

The Master Toymaker showers the Piper children with 
presents, and his apprentice, Grumio, takes them out to 
see the sights of Toyland. Mary, masquerading as Mlle. 
Elisette, has become a designer in the Workshop. She 
arranges to hide there from Barnaby and the Widow Piper. 

Unable to find Tom, Alan and Jane decide to return 
home. As they cannot get the Master Toymaker’s per- 
mission to leave, they don toy uniforms, intending to stow 
away with a shipment of toys. 

Barnaby seeks to vent his spite upon the Piper children 
with toys that will maim and kill, but the Master Toy- 
maker refuses to make them. Instead, he shows Barnaby 
the flask where he has confined the spirits of evil, and 
predicts that some day when he will have all of the evil 
in the world imprisoned, children will always be happy 
and good. Barnaby offers to buy the flask, but is ordered 
out of Toyland. 

As Alan has taken the toy captain’s uniform, Grumio 
insists that he lead the toy soldier parade, with Jane as 
drum majorette. Afterwards, Mary finds Alan in the 


Workshop, in the rdle of toy captain. He is convinced 
of her love, and begs her forgiveness. 

Barnaby releases the evil spirits from the flask. They 
enter doll forms and turn upon him. Terrified, he escapes. 
The Master Toymaker discovers the tragedy, but he is 
overwhelmed by the dolls and falls into a trance. Barnaby 
points out Alan as the culprit, and Marmaduke leads him 
away. The dolls turn upon Barnaby and beat him un- 
mercifully. 


SCENE 2 

The Master Toymaker cannot be awakened. Alan is 
sentenced to be beheaded, but he escapes. His friends 
plan to smuggle him out of Toyland as a toy general, but 
Barnaby overhears their plotting. He forces a promise 
of marriage from Mary under threat of exposing Alan. 
But when Alan learns that Mary is promised to the old 
miser he has no further desire to escape. 

Barnaby drinks a glass of water from the Laughing 
Water Well. When he bursts into laughter and falls in a 
faint the spell of the evil spirits is broken, releasing the 
Master Toymaker from his trance. Barnaby is revealed 
as the villain he is and all ends happily.

SCENE I 


Scene: Contrary Mary's Garden in Mother Goose Land. Upstage, a fence from R. to L., with flowers in front of 
it, and an arch, C. The front of the Widow Piper's House, L., with small porch and steps. A lemonade barrel on a 


rustic table, R. Floral wings, L. and R. A party is in progress, and the garden is suitably decorated with Japanese 
lanterns, flags, pennants, etc.

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Barnaby (Enters, U.C. He bows and smirks, but all turn their backs on him) 
Jack! Jill! And little Bo Peep! Enjoy yourselves, my dears. 

Jack We were, Barnaby. Until you came along. 

Barnaby I’m giving this party to make you all very happy. And perhaps a 
little fonder of me. 

Jill You are giving this party? 

Barnaby You see before you your generous host. 
(ALL jeer) 

Tommy Tucker No wonder the lemonade’s so sour! 

Sallie Waters And the cake is so stale! 

Bo Peep (To others) Only yesterday Barnaby seized Old Mother Hubbard’s 
house and turned her into the road. 

Boy Blue All for a debt of ten shillings! 
(ALL jeer at BARNABY ) 

Jill And now he’s going to do the same thing to us! 

Barnaby Oh, no, my dear! I’m going to give the Widow Piper that cottage. 
(Points to house) 

Jack What did you say? 

Barnaby I’m going to give your mother the cottage, clear and free of all debt... 


(ALL stare at him in amazement) 
... When Contrary Mary and I are wed. 
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Ha! Mary would never have you for her husband. 


She will, when her mother and I convince her that I am the man she 
must marry. 


Imagine! Marrying a man who never laughs. 

Why are you afraid to laugh, Barnaby? 

(Angrily) You little imp! I'll box your ears for your impertinence! 
Come on! Let’s duck Barnaby in his own lemonade! 


(ALL laugh and cheer. They seize BARNABY, who struggles and 
kicks, and carry him to the lemonade barrel. They are about to drop 
him in when TOM enters, R.) 


Hi, Tom! You’re just in time for the fun. 


Tom! Stop ’em, my boy. They’re going to drown me in my own 
lemonade. 


That will hardly sweeten it. 

Don’t let them do this to your future brother-in-law. 
Which of my sisters has caught your miserly eye? 
(Ecstatically) Exasperating, tantalizing, lovable Mary! 


Barnaby, you know very well that Mary is pledged to your nephew, 
Alan, as your niece, Jane, is to me. So take heart, old man. We may 
be relatives yet. 


(TOM helps BARNABY down from barrel and leads him C.) 


(With pretended grief) Tom, I have news of a horrible tragedy. Jane 
and Alan have been lost at sea. We will never see them again. 


Lost at sea? 
I don’t believe it. 


(Sobbing) It’s true, it’s true! And their broken-hearted Uncle 
Barnaby will never see them again. 
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And what is their broken-hearted Uncle Barnaby going to do with 
their fortune? 


Oh, I’m keeping it. The law, you know. 


The law never stood in your way when there was a shilling to be 
made. Get out of here, you old skinflint. 


Just when my engagement to the beautiful Contrary Mary is to be 
announced? Please! 


(Chasing him to house, L.) Miser! Robber! Get out! .. . etc. 


(Turning at door) \ offer you my friendship and in return you tor- 
ment me! I’ll get even with all of you! 


(CHORUS laugh and jeer. They chase BARNABY into house and 
he slams door in their faces. JACK, JILL and BO PEEP exit, R., 
laughing. CHORUS exits R. & L. HILDA picks up broom on porch 
and starts to enter house) 


Hilda, do you believe that old Barnaby is telling the truth? 


(Returning L. C.) About Jane and Alan being drowned? Of course 
not. 


If Jane and Alan were in trouble they’d seek the help of their father’s 
old friend, the Master Toymaker. 


In Toyland! 

And that’s where I’m going, to find Jane. 

I knew you would, Tom. 

Don’t tell mother I am running away. She’ll try to stop me. 
(Offstage, L.) Hilda! Hilda! 


I won't. But do wait until I pack a few things for you. And good luck, 
Tom. 


I won’t come home until I find Jane. I’ve got to find her. 
(Offstage, L.) Hilda! Where are you, you lazy girl? 


(HILDA drops broom and runs into house, pausing at door to wave 
to TOM)

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(GONZORGO and RODERIGO enter, R.) 


Tell me, stripling. where may we find an old miser known as 
Barnaby? 


In the house yonder, plotting to steal the fortune of his nephew and 
niece, who he claims were drowned at sea. 


Alas and alack! The story is true, lad. 
How do you know? 


I am Gonzorgo, the captain of the ship they sailed on. We struck a 
reef in a raging storm and all hands were lost except me, and this 
sad-eyed gazelle. 


And who is he? 

Roderigo, a gentleman, and my companion to boot. 
He looks like a good companion to boot. 

(To GONZORGO) Is that an insult? 


Not to you, dimwit. Young man, would you like me to take your 
measure? 


Gladly, when I need a new shirt. 


On guard! (Draws sword) Defend yourself! I'll snip off your head 
and throw it in your face! 


(GONZORGO attacks TOM, who parries with HILDA’S broom 
and knocks sword from GONZORGO’S hand. TOM chases him 
about the stage, thumping him with the broom. WIDOW enters from 


house, L.) 

Tom, don’t be rude to the gentlemen! 

(Picking up sword) Madam, is this your son? Because of that I spare 
him. 

(TOM exits to house, L.) 

Accept the thanks of a lonely widow. 

(Pushing GONZORGO aside) A widow! 

(Elbowing RODERIGO away) And lonely! 


(Elbowing GONZORGO away) You have only a son to lavish your 
affection upon? 
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Only a son... and his thirteen brothers and sisters. 
(Retreating) Fourteen children! 
Marrying her would be like joining a lodge. 


(Simpering) And if I ever marry again ’twill be an artist, a poet or 
a hero. 


Fourteen! Madam, your second husband will be a hero. 


Will you gentlemen partake of some refreshment? Perhaps a cup 
of sack? 


Thank you. Come, Roddy, we’ll go in and get the sack. 
(GONZORGO and RODERIGO offer the WIDOW their arms. 
Unable to make up her mind, she finally takes both and they enter 
the house, L. PIPER CHILDREN enter, L. & R., as TOM enters 
from house) 

Tom, are you really going to run away? 

To Toyland, to find Jane. 

You'll see Toyland! 

And the Master Toymaker! 

And all the toys! 

But most of all, I hope I'll see Jane, and bring her home again. 
Let us go with you, Tom! 

No, you stay here and help Mary. 

We'll see that old Bacay doesn’t get her. 


If she can escape no other way, tell Mary to follow me to Toyland. 
Don’t forget. 


We won't. 


(Offstage, L.) Tom! Tom! Where did that boy go? 


(HILDA enters from house with bundle on a stick. She runs to 
TOM and gives it to him) 


Go quickly, Tom. Your mother is coming. 


(Kisses HILDA) Take care of the children while I’m gone. 
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We'll go with you to the turn in the road. 


(TOM and PIPER CHILDREN run off, R. WIDOW and 
BARNABY enter from house, L.) 


Hilda, scrub the house from cellar to attic. We’re going to have a 
wedding tomorrow. 


Yes’m. 
And be quick about it. No daydreaming, now! 


Yes’m. (Goes to door, L., turns to make face at WIDOW and 
BARNABY, then exits to house) 


Mrs. Piper, I am glad to find that we are of one mind regarding your 
daughter, Contrary Mary. 


Not so fast, old man. You are to give me this cottage and a purse of 
gold pieces as well. Is that the bargain? 


If you persuade the beautiful Mary to become my wife. 


It won’t be easy. Mary has always been in love with your nephew, 
Alan. 


Unfortunately drowned. 
If he’s drowned you had a hand in it. 


No more talk like that, Madam, or you'll find yourself without a 
roof over your head. 


Oh, you can count on me. Just see that you carry out your part of 
the bargain. 


You have my word. 


Which is absolutely worthless. But why should a stingy old man like 
you want to get married? 


Have you ever been in love, my dear? 
Well, I thought. I was. 
It’s like drifting in a beautiful golden mist forever. 


That beautiful golden mist will turn into an old-fashioned blizzard 
after marriage. Before, it’s one thing, afterwards, another. 
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AFTER FIRST VERSE: 


Woman, look at these bills! 14 dresses, 3 coats and eleven hats! 
You'll ruin me with your extravagance! 


Extravagance! Why, I haven’t asked you for a cent in months. I 
charged everything. 


Why don’t you use your head for something besides a hatrack? 
It’s a good thing for you that I do use my head... 


Which one? 


If there are any circus freaks around here, he’s the bull-headed 
nincompoop right over there! (Points) 


Nincompoop? (Turning around and looking behind him) Well, I 
wish he’d take these bills with him. (Music cue) 


AFTER SECOND VERSE: 
How can I carry all these bundles? I’m no magician. 
Well, you’re certainly up to all kinds of tricks. 


I wish I was a magician at that. 


If you could pull a rabbit out of a hat at least we’d have meat for 
dinner. 


Yeah, and what fun I’d have sawing a woman in half! (Music cue) 
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(WIDOW exits, R. RODERIGO and GONZORGO enter from 
house, L.) 


Gonzorgo! Roderigo! You fools, why do you come here? 
We want our money. 
I can’t understand you. 


(To RODERIGO) The poor fellow is getting deaf. (Bawls in 
BARNABY'’S ear) Our money, for drowning your niece and nephew. 


(Shouting in BARNABY'’S other ear) Time to settle up with your 
partners in crime. 


Not my silent partners, I see. Fools, we’re already suspected. One 
word in the wrong ear and we'll all hang. 


(RODERIGO and GONZORGO feel their throats gingerly) 
(In stage whisper) Just give us our money and we'll go. 


Not so fast, good friends. You'll be paid... (GONZORGO and 
RODERIGO shake hands and slap each other on back) . . . when 
I’m sure that you’ve done your work well. 


Alan and Jane are sleeping with the oysters. 

Then I’ve seen the last of my little charges. 
(Presenting bill) And now you'll see the first of ours. 
A bill? 

Our little charges for disposing of your little charges. 
Surely you don’t want common old, dirty old money. 
We don’t? 


Come with me. I’ll pay you off in stock in my new chicken farm. 


But is it good stock? 


Good! Why, I haven’t even bought the chickens yet, but this stock 
has already laid an egg. 


(BARNABY, RODERIGO and GONZORGO exit, U.C., as 
HILDA enters from house, L. She watches them exit, displaying 
her dislike. Off R. come the strains of a gypsy violin. There is a 
short cadenza, followed by a spectacular ending. JANE enters, R.., 
dressed as gypsy boy, and carrying violin) 


Gypsies! The Widow Piper won't have thieving gypsies about. Be 
off with you! 
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This thieving gypsy wants nothing from the Widow—except her son, 
Tom. 


Jane! It’s not really you? 

Hilda, it simply can’t be anybody else. 
(Embracing her) Where’s Alan? 

He stopped to pin up a tear in his skirt. 
Skirt? 


After we were shipwrecked a band of gypsies gave us these clothes. 
We had to take whatever would fit. 


(Pointing off R.) And look at Alan! A regular gypsy queen! 


(ALAN enters, R., dressed as gypsy girl, with tambourine swinging 
from waist) 


(Pirouetting) Until further notice, Hilda, I am Floretta, the fawn of 
the forest. 


You see, we think Uncle Barnaby might have planned that ship- 
wreck so he could keep our inheritance. 


Just as we suspected when he told us you were drowned. 
So we’ll be gypsies while we look into his schemes. 

I'll not give you away. 

(Eagerly) Where’s Contrary Mary? 


Still waiting for a certain young man to come back from being 
drowned. 


And Tom? 


He’s off to Toyland to find you. But quick! We may still be able to 
catch him. 


Coming along, Alan? 
No, I’m going to find Mary. 


Watch out for the Widow Piper. You’re not popular with her, you 
know. 


(JANE and HILDA exit, R.,as VILLAGE GIRLS enter, L. & U.C.) 
Look, a gypsy girl! 
I wonder, does she tell fortunes? 


Do I tell fortunes? I am the seventh daughter of the seventh son of a 
professional witch, and a paid up member in the Prognosticators 
Union. 
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(Repeat from() for EXIT) 
(GIRLS’ CHORUS exits on No.6. WIDOW PIPER enters, R.) 


Ah, a gypsy. Girl, can you tell me if there is a handsome sailor in 


my future?

Not bad for the fawn of the forest! 

(ALAN pirouettes, then exits, R.) 

I say, Miss Mary is not here in her garden today. 

Deuced odd! 

She’s nowhere about! 

Frightful luck! 

But she always works in her garden at this hour. 

Where can she be? 

Exasperating, what? 


But wait! Perhaps she awaits us within! 
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(MARY enters, R., with hat box and packages)

Grumio, first call Mlle. Elisette. I wish to talk to her. 
(GRUMIO exits, U.C.) 

Have you children seen the soda water fountain?

Or the Lollypop Tree, or the Laughing Water Well, or the Maple

I'll cover the Gingerbread Meadow, the Soda Water Fountain, the 
Sugar Plum Forest and the Gum Drop Orchard. 


And what does that leave me?

And where do you two gentlemen live? 

We have engaged a suite of benches in the park.

(GONZORGO and RODERIGO exit, R.) 


Young lady, do you know a girl named Contrary Mary?

(Bleating) Marmaduke. 

(Imitating him) Marmaduke? You sound like a perfect lamb. 


Perhaps, but there’ll be no gamboling while I am Inspector of Detec- 
tives. What does this Mary look like? 


Well, she has hair, and eyes, and let me see. . . oh, yes, a nose. 
(Taking notes) Complexion? 

I believe so. 

How was she dressed when you last saw her? 


Well, she was wearing a dress of blue nun’s veiling with the skirt 
in tiny tucks.

The spirits of evil, Barnaby, which I have imprisoned in this flask. 
Some day I will capture all of the evil forces of the universe and 
hold them here. Then children will always be happy, and always 
be good. This will be my greatest gift to them.
